TRADE UNIONS . 


The bid to put industrial 
relations in Honp Kong on a 
sounder basis, by new trade union 
Jegislation designed to assist in 
the organisation of workers along 
the right lines, and the creation 
of -company conciliation boards, 
imparts special interest to the 
evidence of the strony influence 
Trade Unionism exerts in 
Britain demonstrated at ‘the 
annual Trades Union Congress: 
i tne Assembly concluded its de- 
liberations at Southport after a 
week devoted to national 
problems, involving — decisions 
which might have divided the 
delegates deeply, but upon which 
a remarkable measure of common 
agreement was revealed.
